naval base on the Red Sea 
during the night 


Aboard the ambushed bus, 


bloodstained satchels and lunch 
bags were strewn over the seats 
At least five of the dead were 
aged 6 to 8 Two teachers and 
the driver also perished 


The driver was thrown 25 feet 


from the bus 


An Israeli soldier searching 


the area after the incident 


stepped on a mine and was 
wounded 


Two packs of Jordanian 


cigarettes were found next to 
four bazooka shells which had 
not been fired 
Footprints in- 


dicated eight men were in 
volved 


The bus had picked up 30-35 


persons to take to school

The announcement came in 


response to a question whether 
South Vietnamese troops would 
pull out of Cambodia by June 30, 
the deadline set by President 
Nixon for American troops to 
pull back to South Vietnam 


A spokesman for the South

earlier statements by President 
Mguypn 
Van Thieu and Vice 


President Nguyen Cao Ky that 
South Vietnamese troops would 
stay m Cambodia as long as 
necessary to complete their 
mission and that they had the 
ability to stay there alone 


The spokesman did not in- 


dicate whether 
this mission 


includes aiding the Cambodian 
government in its fight against 
the North Vietnamese 


The Foreign Ministry said the 


letter to the Security Council 
stressed "the gravity of this

Getting The Works 


Dave Sale, assistant Tehama 


County agricultural inspector, 
today said his office is now at- 
tempting to catch up with 
testing livestock scales. 


Sale said: 
"It seems as though every 


year something delays the start 
of the annual testing of livestock 
scales. Usually late rains make 
corrals and approaches too 
muddy for testing. This year the 
rains stopped early but twenty 
mile an hour north winds 
bounced decks and beams so 
that accurate testing was im- 
possible. 


Now that the winds have 


finally abated we are employing 
two rigs to try and "catch up" 
with the testing. The 5,000 pound 
Jeep pickup and 2,000 pound 
trailer is the usual combination 
for our testing and is the fastest 
and most efficient. We are also 


utilizing our heavy capacity 
vehicle scale test truck and 
boom for livestock scale testing. 
This is not as fast but we are 
able to apply more weight. 


With our present schedule we 


test 1-3 of the scales each year 
with the big truck so that each 
scale gets the heavier test at 
least once each three years. In 
between, c! course, its accuracy 
is confirmed with the Jeep and 
trailer test. 
" With seven million dollars 
annually being transacted over 
livestock scales in Tehama 
County we make every effort to 
see that these scales are 
maintained as accurately as 
possible. Sometimes these ef- 
forts cause the scale owners 
inconvenience and hard work 
but most realize the losses they 
could face with an inaccurate or 
improperly maintained scale."

declines during the last year in 
the number of infant baptisms, 
converts, and students attending 
Catholic elementary schools, 
high schools, seminaries and 
colleges. 


The 
nation's 
Catholics 


declined by 1,149 persons to 
47,872,089, or 23.5 per cent of the 
U. S. population. The decline 
paralleled similar downturns in 
several 
major 
Protestant 


denominations. 


The number of Catholic 


elementary and high schools fell 
by 558 to 12,029; diocesan 
seminaries dropped by 19 to 118; 
and Catholic colleges declined 
by 606 to 12,822. 


The publication said Catholic 


infant baptism dropped 8,314 to 
1,086,848 and that the number of 
converts was the lowest in 24 
years — down 10,195 to 92,670.

MACON, Ga. (AP) — A band 


of about 250 protesters against 
racial repression and war — 
most of them young Negroes —- 
continues today on a journey 
toward Atlanta, where they hope 
to join with thousands of others 
in rallies Saturday. 


The marchers, led by the Rev. 


Ralph David Abernathy, head of 
the 
Southern 
Christian 


Leadership Conference, arrived 
on the second leg of their 120- 
mile trek Wednesday night 
without incident 


Abernathy was at the reins of 


a mule-drawn wagon. He led the 
way to a church, where the 
marchers ate and were joined 
by local townspeople for a rally. 


"We're here tonight because 


there's sickness in the land 


. . . America is on its death 
bed," Abernathy told them. He 
said the nation is being con- 
sumed by the "cancer of racism, 
poverty, war and repression." 


The grouf. walked only about

Valley, where the march was 
delayed in setting out Wed- 
nesday morning.

University of Chicago scientist 
and two assistants have found a 
way to view single atoms — a 
technique that will permit the 
study of biological processes in 
far greater detail than ever 
before. 


Dr. Albert V. Crewe, professor 


of physics at the university, said 
Wednesday the technique grew 
out of six years of research and 
work. 


The development should 


greatly assist research in such 
fields as medicine, biochemistry 
and genetics, he said. The 
visibility of atoms and their 
arrangement in molecules can 
be particularly valuable in 
analyzing cancer cells and 
chromosomes, he added. 


The technique uses a 25,000- 


volt 
electron 
microscope 


developed by Crewe. He was 
assisted by two 
graduate 


students, Joseph S. Wall of 
Madison, Wis., and 
John 


Preston Langmore of Santa 
Monica. The research was 
financed by the Atomic Energy 
Commission at a cost of $750,000 
to $1 million, he said. 


Crewe told a news conference 


that the viewing of the atom 
within 
the 
molecule 
was 


achieved two months ago. 


Molecules are the tiny par- 


ticles of which matter is com- 
posed. They are made up of 
atoms measuring about four 
one-billionths of an inch in 
diameter. Atoms are the basic 
units of all elements and have 
been seen only indirectly until 
now.

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Social Security Bill 
Passes The House 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Legislation to boost early and 
long-range increases in Social 
Security benefits— and taxes — 


has passed the House as a 


special Senate committee called 
for a major reform of the system 
to avoid sentencing retired 
persons to a twilight life of 
poverty 


The House-passed bill calls for 


a 5 per cent increase in benefits 
>n 1971 with a provision for 
future increases geared to the 
cost of living 


The bill was sent to the Senate 


where considerable sentiment 
exists for further increases, a 
feeling bolstered by the annual 
report released today by the 
Special Senate Committee on 
Aging 


The committee said despite 


recent hikes in Social Security 
benefits about? million of the 10 
million Amencans age 65 or 
over live m or near poverty 


The report recommended a 


substantial 
boost 
in 
the 


minimum individual payment, 
now $64 a month, and further 
across-the-board increases 


The House-passed benefit 


increases mean that in 1971 
pensioners would get a 5 per 
cent raise — from $196 to $205 80 
for the average retired couple 


The wage base on which the 


Social Security tax is levied 
would increase from $7,800 to 
$9,000, meaning an increase in 
the maximum tax from S374 40 
to $468, counting the increase 
already built into the law 


There are also better terms 


for widows, men retinng early 
and persons earr.ir.g money 
after retirement 


The cost of living provisions 


would be used first in 1973 
Beginning the previous year,

These are difficult days for the conscientious independent 
thinker. He must steer a shifting course through treacherous 
channels, and there are rocks on either side. It’s easy to get conned 
into impotent inaction by flag-waving my-country-right-or-wrong 
patriots, and it’s just as easy to be drawn into violent reaction that 
would burn down the city to get rid of the rats. 


A graphic, though untypical and oversimplified example is the 
death of four students by National Guard bullets at Kent State 
University in Ohio. The four apparently were not among the brick 
throwers who seem to have precipitated the shooting. But 
presumably at least three of them had some sympathy with the 
protesters’ cause and were there for that reason. The fourth is 
reported to have just been passing by. At any rate, whatever the 
details in the Kent State tragedy, it illustrates in small scale what is 
happening in large scale all over the nation — perhaps all over the 
world. 


The students who died, as far as we know, had a choice of 
remaining aloof from the proteat or of taking part in it. The fact 
that they personally didn't go farther than they considered proper 
and legitimate didn’t save them Further, and more important in 
the larger picture since it is much more common, even if they 
hadn't been killed, by their presence they would have lent support 
to the brick throwers 


It presents a problem to the concerned citizen who is convinced 
that changes should be made, and made at once He can stay home 
and write a letter to his congressman, of course But, un­ 
fortunately. violence does appear to get results, and as iU ef­ 
fectiveness increases, the effectiveness of letter writing decreases

before. Also, they have little 
relevance to my life. Last night, 
however, 
we 
did discuss 


something relevant. A French 
priest, a cool-free type, talked 
about how the church in France 
is composed of widows, old men, 
and young children. He wonders 
how to bring religion to the 
mainstream. I told him that 
religion is no longer a movement 
of the mainstream. During the 
Middle Ages the church did not 
have to concern itself with being 
with it. The churctt was the 
action. 
Economically 
and 


socially, Ife revolved around it. 
The twentieth century finds the 
church in an isolated position. 
Why? During the Middle Ages 
man's work was a source of 
pride and enjoyment. Man was a 
craftsman. As work became less 
personalized 
and 
more 


mechanized, man no longer was 
proud of his work. Pride was 
replaced with money and leisure 
time. Thus began the shift from 
"spiritual" values to material 
ones. Does man aspire to 
anything more than a suburban 
home, a color TV, and the latest 
model car? The majority are 
content with things. So religion 
no longer has a place in the lives 
of the majority. True religion is 
presently a movement of 
revolutionaries, of those who 
reject materialism and vho 
aspire to something they cpn't 
purchase with cash. Perhaps 
hippies are the only true 
Christians? 


This trip is incredibly in- 


teresting. In spite of the fact that 
I spent an entire day traveling 
from Caranavi to La Paz 
(another landslide blocked the 
road for several hours), and in 
spite of missing a meeting with 
the American Women's Club in 
the capital (because of my late 
arrival), good things happened. 
Wadman gave me his blessing to 
travel and reinvited me to stay 
with he and his wife, Lindy 
(whom you met in the Snack 
Shop when we ate hamburgers 


there), during the staff con- 
lerence ai the end of the month. 
Then Arnie, a PCV from the Alto 
Beni, asked me to see "The 
Stranger" and to have dinner 
with him. 


"The Stranger" is a great 


flick, it's based on the novel by 
the same title by Camus. Not 
only is the acting fantastic, but 
the philosophical content is 
exciting— man alone. Man who 
accepts the fact of his being 
without needing a God to justify 
his existence. Then, feeling 
complete within himself, he can 
truly confront God (or not). 


After the movie we went to a 


dark, 
dingy, 
out-of-sight 


Japanese restaurant. Arnie is 
Japanese, so he made me learn 
how to eat with chopsticks. One 
thing I learned: if I were in 
Japan, I would starve to death. 


The following day I waited for 


Marcos Pomerans (the PC 
doctor 
with 
whom 
I'm 


traveling) to appear. He showed 
up the following day. We finally 
left La Paz at 1 p.m. Bouncing 
over the Cruro-LaPaz road, we 
chatted about directions; life 
directions, not road directions. 
Marcos, like myself, is an 
anarchist. We are not bomb- 
throwing, 
building-destroying 


anarchists. We feel an obligation 
to the concrete fact of man, not 
to the state which supposedly 
represents him or which con- 
trols him. If one feels a com- 
mitment to man, that obligation 
smashes all distinctions of 
nationality, of political parties, 
of government. 


Chatting thusly, the afternoon 


slipped into evening. One 
redeeming aspect 
of 
the 


Altiplano is that, stripped of all 
adornment, the mountains are 
more majestic. Sunsets and 
sunrises do not compete with a 
hundred other natural hap- 
penings as they do in the jungle. 
There are many salt lakes in the 
Oruro region. The sun turned the 
water first purple and then gold 
before it slipped behind the 


Andes. Onward we bounced. The 
cnun'rysidp 
became 
in- 


creasingly barren 'til we arrived 
here, at the site of the largest 
mining operation in Bolivia. 


We're traveling Latin style. 


We planned to leave the mines 
Saturday, now we're departing 
tomorrow morning. Ah wall. 'Tis 
better this way because I'm 
suffering one of my periodical 
attacks of dysentery. . . Last 
night I 
went to a wedding 


reception. Dancing madly at 
sixteen thousand feet and 
drinking chicha did not do kind 
things to my body. 


How do I begin to tell you 


about the mines. The towns are 
grim, in the same way that US 
suburbia is grim. Uniform 
cubicles climb up the hills. 
Corrugated tin roofs cover the 
three unfurnished tiny rooms 
that each family is allotted by 
the company. The houses are 
actually more comfortable than 
many on the Altiplano. The 
inhabitants have electricity, 
central bathrooms with running 
water and running water in their 
kitchens. The exterior of the 
houses were recently painted by 
the company. The interiors are 
unpainted and grungey. Streets 
are unpaved but relatively 
clean. Why do I say that con- 
ditions are oppressive? Look 
closer. 


Look at the miner who uses his 


home only to eat and to sleep. 
His home is not a place to relax. 
To escape his plight, the miner 
goes to a bar and drinks or 
chews coca (cocoaine leaves). 
Or glance at the women who 
pick through the mine tailings, 
seeking rocks which contain a 
few flecks of tin. Watch them 
hauling sixty-pound sacks of 
stones up rocky paths. Then let 
your eyes wander to men who 
are crushing rock with hundred- 
pound rollers. If you have time, 
enter a private mine. Water 
drips from a low ceiling as you 
splash through ankle-high grey 
water. Soon you leave the light 


of day behind. A hand-held 
lantern becomes your eyes as 
you duck beams atiu avert 
unrailed two-hundred feet deep 
holes. It is chilling cold so you 
walk faster. You walk past 
groups of men chewing coca, 
then stop to see a life-size statue 
of a devil. The miners feel 
compelled to get plastered every 
Thursday and to give gifts to the 
statue in order to assure that the 
tin veins will not run out. Turn 
away from the men, from the 
devil, and stop in front of a large 
hole. Do you want to go down? 
Your guide works down, down, 
down, there. How to descend? 
Mountain climbing techniques 
come in handy. Jam your upper 
torso against one muddy wall, 
extend your feet to the other and 
"chimney" your way down. 
Down. Duck low, crawl on all 
fours for several meters, 
squeeze between narrow walls 
until there's an open space. 
Here, your guide works from 
seven in the morning to three in 
the morning of the following 
day. The rock walls vibrate 
when dynamite explodes in 
other sections of the mine. With 
each blast small rocks bounce 
off your helmet. Do you want to 
see more? Walk deeper into the 
black eye. Turn a corner and 
feel a blast of heat. You begin to 
perspire. The air is pregnant 
with dust, is humid and rarified. 
Gasping, you come to a series of 
ladders. They sway as you 
monkey step up. Up. The odor is 
of human excretment 
and 


sweat. No breeze brings relief. 
Men chip away at the unyielding 
wall with picks. Their cheeks 
are puffed, chipmunk-like with 
coca. They wear only un- 
derwear. Nov.' you begin to fe^l 
nauseated, so you turn towards 
the exit. You crave light and air. 
Light. A popular miner's ballad 
says; 
"Simplemente 
doy 


gracias por la luz." "I am 
greatful simply for light." And 
you are.

travel and reinvtted me to stay 
with he sod hie wife. Undy 
whom you met in the Snack 
Shop when wo ato hamburgers 


there), during the staff con­ 
ference at the end of the month. 
Then Amie, a PCV from the Alto 
Beni, asked me to see "The 
Stranger" and to have dinner 
with him. 
"The Stranger" is a great 
flick. It’s based on the novel by 
the same title by Camus. Not 
only is the acting fantastic, but 
the philosophical content is 
exciting — man alone. Man who 
accepts the fact of his being 
without needing a God to justify 
his existence. Then, feeling 
complete within himself, he can 
truly confront God (or not). 
After the movie we went to a 
dark, 
dingy, 
out-of-sight 
Japanese restaurant. Amie is 
Japanese, so he made me learn 
how to eat with chopsticks. One 
thing 1 learned: if 1 were in 
Japan, I would starve to death. 
The following day I waited for 
Marcos Pomerans (the PC

traveling) to appear. He showed 
up the following day. We finally 
left La Paz at 1 p.m. Bouncing 
over the Cruro-LaPaz road, we 
chatted about directions; life 
directions, not road directions.

creasingly barren 'til we arrived 
here, at the site of the largest 
mining operation in Bolivia. 
We’re traveling Latin style. 
We planned to leave the mines 
Saturday, now we’re departing 
tomorrow morning. Ah well. ‘Tis 
better this way because I’m 
suffering one of my periodical 
attacks of dysentery. . . Last 
night I 
went to a wedding 
reception. Dancing madly at 
sixteen thousand feet and 
drinking chicha did not do kind 
things to my body. 
How do I begin to tell you 
about the mines. The towns are 
grim, in the same way that US 
suburbia is grim. Uniform 
cubicles climb up the hills. 
Corrugated tin roofs cover the 
three unfurnished tiny rooms 
that each family is allotted by 
the company. The houses are 
actually more comfortable than 
many on the Altiplano. The 
inhabitants have electricity, 
central bathrooms with running 
water and running water in their 
kitchens. The exterior of the 
houses were recently painted by 
the company. The interiors are 
unpainted and grungey. Street* 
are unpaved but relatively 
clean. Why do I say that con­ 
ditions are oppressive? Look 
closer. 
Look at the miner who uses his 
home only to eat and to sleep. 
Hit home is not a place to relax. 
To escape his plight, the miner 
goes to a bar and drinks or 
chews coca (cocoaine leaves). 
Or glance at tte women who 
pick through tte mine tailinga. 
seeking rocks which contain a 
few flecks of tin. Watch them 
hauling sixty-pound sacks of 
stones up rocky paths Then let 
your eyes winder to men who 
are crushing rock with hundred- 
pound rollers If you hsve time, 
enter s private mine Water 
drips from 1 low ceiling as you 
splash through ankle-high grey 
water Soon you leave tte light 


of day behind. A hand-held 
lantern becomes your eyes as 
you duck beams and avert 
unrailed two-hundred feet deep 
holes. It is chilling cold so you 
walk faster. You walk past 
groups of men chewing coca, 
then stop to see a life-size statue 
of a devil. The miners feel 
compelled to get plastered every 
Thursday and to give gifts to the 
statue in order to assure that the 
tin veins will not run out. Turn 
away from the men, from the 
devil, and stop in front of a large 
hole. Do you want to go down? 
Your guide works down, down, 
down, there. How to descend? 
Mountain climbing techniques 
come in handy. Jam your upper 
torso against one muddy wall, 
extend your feet to the other and 
"chimney” your way down.

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There Are Rocks On Either Side 


These are difficult days for the conscientious independent 


thinker. He must steer a shifting course through treacherous 
channels, and there are rocks on either side. It's easy to get conned 
into impotent inaction by flag-waving my-country-right-or-wrong 
patriots, and it's just as easy to be drawn into violent reaction that 
would burn down the city to get rid of the rats. 


A graphic, though untypical and oversimplified example is the 


death of four students by National Guard bullets at Kent State 
University in Ohio. The four apparently were not among the brick 
throwers who seem to have precipitated the shooting. But 
presumably at least three of them had some sympathy with the 
protesters' cause and were there for that reason. The fourth is 
reported to have just been passing by. At any rate, whatever the 
details in the Kent State tragedy, it illustrates in small scale what is 
happening in large scale all over the nation — perhaps all over the 
world. 


The students who died, as far as we know, had a choice of 


remaining aloof from the protest or of taking part in it. The fact 
that they personally didn't go farther than they considered proper 
and legitimate didn't save them. Further, and more important in 
the larger picture since it is much more common, even if they 
hadn't been killed, by their presence they would have lent support 
to the brick throwers. 


It presents a problem to the concerned citizen who is convinced 


that changes should be made, and made at once. He can stay home 
and write a letter to his congressman, of course. But, un- 
fortunately, violence does appear tc get results, and as it-s ef- 
fectiveness increases, the effectiveness of letter writing decreases. 


Consumers, Cap/fa/, Cambodia

NEW YORK (AP) — Consumers, capital and Cambodia are the 


three major determinants of where the American economy goes 
from here. Among the directions it can take at this juncture are 
recession, stability, inflation, expansion or some combination. 


The importance of consumer sentiment is based not only on 


such hard statistical evidence as the growing rate of joblessness, 
but on a possible pessimistic turn in consumer psychology. Past 
studies have shown that consumer buying moods are based not only 
on the ability to buy — as measured by jobs, payrolls and savings 
— but on less obvious influences, such as hope or discouragement 
over the Iiuiochina war. 


White it has been government policy to dampen the spending 


desires of consumers, some economists now are concerned that an 
overflow of bad news might drown out all but utterly essential 
spending. 


Pessimism is widespread throughout the financial world, 


evidence of which is reported daily in stock market reports, and it 
has persisted BO long now that the contagion could spread to con- 
sumer sain.

CBS Fraud Charged

WASHINGTON — A caustic 


White House memo, intended for 
internal use only, accuses the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
of 
"irresponsibility" 
and 


questions whether the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 


should investigate. 


All that holds back the White 


House from referring 
the 


charges to the FCC, an aide told 
this column, is concern that the 
motive might be misunderstood. 


Since Vice President Agnew's 


attack upon the TV networks, 
CBS has been the boldest about 
continuing its criticism of the 
Nixon Administration. Some 
aides fear, therefore, that an 
FCC investigation would look 
like an attempt to intimidate 
CBS. 


The White House memo, 


charging that CBS has been 
involved in "highly questionable 
activity," cites these alleged 
incidents: 


The CBS news department (i) 


faked horror scenes from 
Vietnam on at least three oc- 
casions, (2) planned "a staged 
invasion" of Haiti; (3) "staged 
incidents of police brutality" 
during the 1968 Democratic 
convention; and (41 arranged to 
film an illegal "pot party" in 
Chicago. 


"FRAUD BY THE PRESS" 


The memo suggests tartly that 


CBS shouldn't be allowed to use 
"freedom of the press" to get 
away with "fraud by the press." 


Attached to the memo is a 


report from the Pentagon on the 
phony horror scenes. The most 
dramatic was an October 7,1967, 
film of a GI attempting to slice 
the ear off a dead enemy soldier. 


Alleges the Pentagon report: 


"Don Webster and John Smith of 
CBS were involved in an in- 
cident in which a soldier at- 
tempted to cut off the ear of a 
dead enemy soldier with a knife 
furnished by Smith." 


After the film was shown on 


the Walter Cronkite news show, 
Specialist George A. Fawlaszky 
was arrested for the deed. 
Continues the Pentagon report: 


"Both Smith and Webster 


were subpoenaed at the trial. . . 
but neither appeared. . . 
Specialist Pawlaszky was found 
guilty as charged. At the request 
of the American Embassy, no 
further action was taken against 
Smith, who was listed as a 
principal in the case." 


Two years after the ear- 


cutting episode, the same Don 
Webster narrated another knife 
scene. A South Vietnamese 
soldier was filmed on Nov. 3, 
1969, stabbing a captured Viet 
Cong in the presence of U. S. 
personnel. 


"CUT AND PASTE" JOB 


The Pentagon report alleges 


that 
Webster 
refused 
to 


cooperate with the Army in- 
v e s t i g a t i o n , 
"claiming 


protection of news sources." 
The investigation "established 
thai the film was taken by a 


Vietnamese and that Webster 
was not present during the 
filming." 


The American Embassy later 


reported that "the CBS film was 
a 'cut and paste' job involving 
different locales and per- 
sonnel." The Army was "un- 
successful 
in gaining 
the 


assistance of CBS during the 
investigation. To date, the 
personnel involved in the in- 
cident have not been identified." 


Again on February 17, 1970, 


CBS showed a South Vietnamese 
soldier "covering the face of 2 
detainee with a towl and pouring 
water on it, thereby restricting 
his breathing. Also included was 
a brief shot of an alleged U. S. 
adviser watching the incident." 


But CBS again refused to 


cooperate with the Army in- 
vestigators who, consequently, 
"have been unable to identify 
the personnel involved." In 
contrast, NBC furnished the 
Army with full information 
about a filmed beating incident 
that a U. S. office watched, 
leading to disciplinary action. 


CBS news director Gordon 


Manning explained 
to the 


Defense Department: "It is our 
policy to protect the security of 
our people in the field and the 
sanctity of news judgments and 
editing processes." 


There can be no defense for 


faking the news, and CBS would 
be better advised to cooperate 
with the Army in clearing up the 
allegations.

academic credits, is to assure- 
his audience that the decision of 
the faculty was reached without 
any thought to the political 
situation, absolutely none at all.

and the presidents know it, but 
they have become so much 
accustomed to dissimulation, 
which they practice upon the 
alumni as if they had Ph. D's in 
the subject, that they can 
manage to keep straight faces 
while saying such crooked 
things. Sure, 
anti-Vietnam 


sentiment had nothing to do with 
deciding to drop ROTC credits, 
and 
the 
New Hampshire 


primary had nothing to do with 
Lyndon Johnson's retirement. 
Sure, ROTC doesn't warrant 
academic respectability, but 
Eldridge Cleaver does . . . 


Here are a few points which 


the college presidents have not 
treated. One of them is, Why — 
if properly taught — shouldn't 
ROTC training earn credits? It 
is widely imagined that ROTC 
consists in marching up and 
down the quadrangle with rifles 
on one's shoulder. Sure, there is 
some of that. But much more is 
the classroom work. Now if the 
classroom 
work 
is 


unimaginative, and consists 
only in the rote-learning of drill 
manuals of one sort of another, 
then obviously academic credits 
are not in order. 


But if that is the case, one 


wonders why the administration 
and faculty voted to give credits 
to ROTC in the first instance? It 
is not widely known that ROTC 
appears on campus not because 
the Pentagon, at some point in 
the past, dispatched a military 
expedition to the local college, 
posting 
non-negotiable 


demands. 
A 
contract 
is 


negotiated and signed, and these 
contracts have called for the 
granting of academic credits. If 
university officials did not take 
the trouble to ascertain that the 
ROTC staff would devise a 
curriculum of academic con- 
sequence, then the dereliction is 
the university's. 


Or are they saying that there 


is no body of knowledge 
presentable by an ROTC? That 
would be a strange position to 
take, particularly by those 
militants who hug to their bosom

diplomacy, public psychology, 
propaganda, and the rest? 


Is it idle to study military 


history? Or geopolitics? Or 
strategic geography? Or the 
relation between the psychology 
of a culture and the relevance of 
the weapon? Couldn't a highly 
instructive semester — at the 
very least — be devoted to an 
examination, for instance, of the 
intellectual relevance of the 
arguments and the tactics of the 
North Vietnamese during the 
current war? 


And then the other point. The 


movement now is not merely to 
deprive ROTC students of 
academic credit, but to ban 
ROTC from the campus. Why? I 
mean, why does the majority of 
the student body, or of the 
faculty, undertake to dictate to 
an individual student what he 
can do in his spare time? If he 
desires to drill with a master 
sergeant, or to otherwise satisfy 
Reserve Officers 
Training 


requirements, what business is 
it of the busybodies on campus, 
who prate about academic 
freedom — while designing a 
curriculum geared to their own 
neurotic lusts? The ROTC — 
here is an interesting and, so far 
as I know, heretofore un- 
published datum — has, at this 
writing, received 
not one 


communication 
from 
one 


college in America announcing 
the abridgement, or rescission, 
of an outstanding contract. That 
means that students are entitled 
even to academic credits, until 
that contract expires. What 
then? Is ROTC to set up shop, 
like Berlitz Schools, unrelated to 
the college in any formal way? 


What, then, will the student 


and faculty do, in pursuit of their 
goal of unconditional victory? 
Ask that any student who spends 
his afternoon at the local Berlitz-

May A/so Affect Human Health 


Ozone, 
the eye-irritating 


element of smog which has been 
recently linked with the killing 
of thousands of pine trees in 
Southern California, may also 
affect the health of humans. 


Research at the University of 


California, Davis, Schools of 
Medicine 
and 
Veterinary 


Medicine has shown that in 
animals ozone interferes with 
the ability of the lungs to fight 
off bacterial infections. 


Using laboratory mice, a 


group of investigators has 
demonstrated 
that 
ozone 


damages a major pulmonary 
anti-bacterial defense system. 


These investigators, Drs. 


Elliot Goldstein, Paul Koeprich, 
Waiter Tyier and Mr. Carroll 
Eagle have demonstrated that 
ozone inhibits the ability of 
pulmonary macrophages — the 
defense cells of the lungs — to 
kill inhaled bacteria. This 
inhibitory effect occurred in 
mice which were maintained in 
a controlled environment at 
ozone levels that were set 
slightly above the normal 
concentration found in the Los 


Angeles basin, but below 
readings of smog alert days. 


Dr. Goldstein stated that the 


findings may be of particular 
value because if specified sites 
of 
ozone damage can 
be 


delineated further research may 
reveal measures capable of 
protecting these vulnerable 
areas. These results will be 
reported at the Pollution and 
Lung Biochemistry Symposium 
in June at Hanford, Washington. 


Ozone was chosen for study 


because it is an unstable 
molecule of high energy which 
results from a photochemical 
reaction caused by the sun 
shining on smog. When this high 
energy molecule comes in 
contact with tissue of other 
material, it splits and oxidizes, 
or burns the tissue in which it 
comes into contact. 


Dr. Goldstein considered this 


oxidizing action to be the 
mechanism which interferred 
with the lung's ability to fight off 
bacterial infection during the 
short exposure period of four 
hours.

California voters will choose 
from a wide range of ideologies 
and even ages when they cast 
ballots June 2 for state con­ 
stitutional offices. All the state’s 
major 
racial 
groups 
are 
represented. 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke is 
unopposed for the Republican 
nomination for a full four-year 
term in the state’s official No. 2 
spot. 
Four Democrats are elbowing 
each other for their party’s 
nomination. They are Sen. 
Alfred Alquist of San Jose; 
Robert A. Wenke of Long Beach, 
a one-time Republican assistant 
to former Sen. Thomas Kuchel 
now on leave from the Los 
Angeles Superior Court bench; 
Cecilia Pedrosa of Los Angeles, 
who dubs herself a consumer 
protection expert and says she is 
the first woman in the history of 
California to campaign for 
lieutenant governor , and Robert 


Coate of San Francisco, who 
served in 1965 and 1966 as 
chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. 
Minor party candidates in­ 
clude Charles A. Phillips, a 
North Hollywood expediter 
running for the American In­ 
dependent Party nomination; 
his AIP opponent, Merwyn H. 
Hump, of Pacific Palisades, a 
Northern American Rockwell 
Corp. employe; and John Haag, 
co-chairman of the California 
Peace and Freedom Party. 
Eight candidates are trying to 
take Max Rafferty’s job as state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction away from him. The 
race is nonpartisan. 
Political 
observers 
give 
Wilson Riles, a deputy state 
superintendent, and Julian 
Nava, a member of the Los 
Angeles Board of Education, the 
best chances of unseating 
Rafferty, who is seeking a third 
four-year term. 
Other candida tea are Dwayne 
T. Canon, an Ontario educator; 


Saxon C. Elliot, a Los Angeles 
educational 
adm inistrator; 
Olive Fallon, an educator from 
El Segundo; Willard Harper, a 
teacher of government from Los 
Angeles; Harvey Hurtt, also an 
educator, from Berkeley; and 
Sylvia Tucker, educator, from 
the Palos Verdea Peninsula. 
Even more crowded is the 
race for California secretary of 
state, with 12 candidates and no 
incumbent in the running. Gov. 
Reagan 
appointed 
H. 
P. 
Sullivan, veteran No. 2 man in 
the office, to hold the job until 
voters make their choice. 
Sullivan, who is not seeking the 
job permanently, took over after 
the death of Frank Jordan, who 
was first elected in 1942. 
Most of the campaign sparks 
have been generated by Sen. 
Hugh Burns, D-Fresno, elected 
to the Senate in 1942 after three 
terms as an assemblyman, and 
EdmundG. Brown Jr., 32, son of 
the former governor. Both are 
seeking 
the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
Brown 
has 


challenged Bums to a debate 
and Burns has rejected the idea, 
calling it an outworn political 
ploy. 
Jimmy Campbell, a Los 
Angeles businessman, is the 
third Democrat seeking the 
party’s 
nomination 
for 
secretary of state. 
Republicans can choose from 
seven 
candidates: 
J. 
C. 
Chambers, a 
management 
consultant and member of the 
Los 
Angeles 
Board 
of 
Education; James L. Flournoy, 
a Los Angeles attorney ; Wendell 
T. 
Handy, 
a 
Compton 
businessman; Jordan’s widow, 
Alberta, who served as his 
secretary 
before 
their 
marriage; John E. Leadbetter, 
a legislative consultant from 
P alm dale; 
A ssem blym an 
George W. Millas, R-Gilroy , and 
Kim H. Pearman, an attorney 
from Sherman Oaks. 
The race presents perhaps the 
widest divergence in ages.

WHEN TROUBLE COMES 


Trouble is'one of the inescapable ingredients of human experience. It is widely recognized 


that man is born to trouble. The life we lead is full of frustrations and disappointments. Sooner or 
later, along the path we tread, we encounter trouble standing between where we are and where we 
are going. When we meet it we are forced back to the basics of life and we often feel lonely and 
deserted. It is possible that we feel God has deserted us and left us to our own devices. The en- 
counter with trouble often challenges us to think through the things which are most important to 
us and tests our faith. 


It seems at times like this, we have of four choices in handling the situation. We can resign 


ourselves to our condition, not struggle to get ourselves out of trouble, and simply endure the 
worst without hope. To give up is fatal. Think of Helen Keller, who in spite of being deaf and blind 
would not resign herself to a lif e of uselessness. 


Another possibility is that we may resort to resentful bitterness. We may cry out that the 


world is unfair, that we don't deserve this fate. But most assuredly, resentfulness does not offer a 
way through the valley of trouble. When resentment descends upon us a poison fills our system 
and makes us less able to cope with the days. 


Still another possibility is a retreat into self-pity. The turning inward upon ourselves can 


only increase our loneliness and alienation from all that would give meaning to our experience. 
Most of us could manage the misfortunes that come our way if we would give up feeling sorry for 
ourselves and look toward sources of gratitude and hope. 


The fourth possibility when trouble comes is to rise above it. It is not the easiest thing to do but 


it is the only one that provides the possibility of a road through the dark valley to a brighter day 
beyond.

But most assuredly, resentfulness does not offer a 
way through the valley of trouble. When resentment descends upon us s poison fills our system 
and makes us leas able to copa with the days. 
Still another possibility is s retreat into self-pity. The turning inward upon ourselves can 
only increase our loneliness and alienation from all that would give meaning to our experience. 
Most at us could manage the misfortunes that come our way if we would give up feeling sorry for 
turselvas and look toward sources of gratitude and hope. 
The fourth possibility when trouble cornea it to rise above it. II is not the easiest thing to do but 
it is the only one that próvidas the possibility gt a road through the dark valley to a brighter day 
beyond.

SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — 


California voters will choose 
from a wide range of ideologies 
and even ages when they cast 
ballots June 2 for state con- 
stitutional offices. All the state's 
major 
racial groups 
are 


represented. 


Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke is 


unopposed for the Republican 
nomination for a full four-year 
term in the state's official No. 2 
spot. 


Four Democrats are elbowing 


each other for their party's 
nomination. They are Sen. 
Alfred Alquist of San Jose; 
Robert A. Wenke of Long Beach, 
a one-time Republican assistant 
to former Sen. Thomas Kuchel 
now on leave from the Los 
Angeles Superior Court bench; 
Cecilia Pedroza of Los Angeles, 
who dubs herself a consumer 
protection expert and says she is 
the first woman in the history of 
California to campaign for 
lieutenant governor; and Robert 


Coate of San Francisco, who 
served in 1965 and 1966 as 
chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. 


Minor party candidates in- 


clude Charles A. Phillips, a 
North Hollywood 
expediter 


running for the American In- 
dependent Party nomination; 
his AIP opponent, Merwyn H. 
Hump, of Pacific Palisades, a 
Northern American Rockwell 
Corp. employe; and John Haag, 
co-chairman of the California 
Peace and Freedom Party. 


Eight candidates are trying to 


take Max Rafferty's job as state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction away from him. The 
race is nonpartisan. 


Political observers give 


Wilson Riles, a deputy state 
superintendent, and Julian 
Nava, a member of the Los 
Angeles Board of Education, the 
best chances of unseating 
Rafferty, who is seeking a third 
four-year term. 


Other candidates are Dwayne 


T. Canon, an Ontario educator; 


Saxon C. Elliot, a Los Angeles 
educational 
administrator; 


Olive Fallon, an educator from 
El Segundo; Willard Harper, a 
teacher of government from Los 
Angeles; Harvey Hurtt, also an 
educator, from Berkeley; and 
Sylvia Tucker, educator, from 
the Palos Verdes Peninsula. 


Even more crowded is the 


race for California secretary of 
state, with 12 candidates and no 
incumbent in the running. Gov. 
Reagan 
appointed 
H. 
P. 


Sullivan, veteran No. 2 man in 
the office, to hold the job until 
voters make their choice. 
Sullivan, who is not seeking the 
job permanently, took over after 
the death of Frank Jordan, who 
was first elected in 1942. 


Most of the campaign sparks 


have been generated by Sen. 
Hugh Burns, D-Fresno, elected 
to die Senate in 1942 after three 
terms as an assemblyman, and 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., 32, son of 
the former governor. Both are 
seeking 
the 
Democratic 


nomination. 
Brown 
has 


challenged Burns to a debate 
and Burns has rejected the idea, 
calling it an outworn political 
Ploy- 
Jimmy Campbell, a Los 


Angeles businessman, is the 
third Democrat seeking the 
party's 
nomination 
for 


secretary of state. 


Republicans can choose from

Docs your child repeatedly get 


A\ in his English compositions? 
Or is he the C student? Maybe— 
and more likely—he is somewhere 
in between. But whatever cate- 
gory he belongs to, it isn't safe to 
assume anything about his abil- 
ities as a writer without first in- 
vestigating the kind of instruction 
he is receiving in school. 


Because English is a required 


course in our elementary and high 
schools, few parents give much 
thought to developing thsir chil- 
dren's writing skills. If afehild has 
talent, the)/ reason, it is bound to 
be discerned and nurtured by his 
teachers. 


This is not necessarily true. Al- 


though some schools offer excel- 
lent instruction in Fnglish com- 
position, 
in many more the 


courses are barely adequate. Too 
often teachers place most of their 
emphasis on The mechanics of 
writing when they should be help- 
ing their students to develop ideas 
and to write about them with pre- 
cision and grace. At the grammar 
school level, precedence may be 
given to spelling, punctuation and 
grammar instead of originality 
and spontaneity of expression. 
(This is not to imply that such 
matters are unimportant but sim- 
ply to point out that they should 
never be the sole criteria in judg- 
ing a piece of writing.) In high 
school, a student may have no 
better chance to learn the art of 
good writing. 


BOOKS ARE VITAL 


The way to beti'm developing 


good writing is with good reading. 
A child's interest in reading can 
begin long betore he enters 
school. Books make excellent 
gifts from the toddler stage on 
and reading aloud is a delightful 
experience that parents and chil- 
dren can share. It is, in addition, 
an excellent introduction to the 
instruction a yommster will re- 
ceive later on in school.

Sometimes children grow up 


surrounded by books, vet it never 
occurs to their parents to provide 
them with opportunities to write 
as well as to read dive a child a 
diary or notebook and advise him 
to use it not just to keep a record 
of daily happenings, hut as a 
place to write down his inner 
thoughts ?tnd feelings. Another 
excellent gift for ths would-be 
writer is a typewriter ("and a man- 
ual of practice lessons to go with 
it) Typing not only makes the 
writing process go faster but time 


A stairwaytoachievement. 


and again teachers report that 
youngsters who type their essays 
and compositions tend to write at 
greater length and with more fa- 
cility. 


NO BABY TALK 


Many parents are only dimly 


aware of "now to introduce their 
children to the power and magic 
of words. They may buy a dic- 
tionary, urge the youngster to 
use it and think that the job is 
done. But children must also learn 
to use these words effectively 
when they write and speak. 


Once a child has graduated 


from single words and phrases to 
simple sentences, he will quickly 
pick up the speech patterns and 
vocabularies of his parents. For 
this reason, adults should avoid 
tailoring their language to a ju- 
venile level. It is never a good 
idea to talk down to children. In 
most cases, they're fascinated by 
new words and expressions. They 
quickly discern the meaning of 
even fairly complicated words 
and start using them themselves. 


Another good way to give a 


child a feeling for the sound and 
meaning ot words is by reading 
or reciting poetry to him. The 
poems of Robert Louis Stevenson 
and A. A. Milne are long time fa- 
vorites but children also enjoy a 
surprising variety of other au- 
thors from Edward Lear and 
Ogden Nash to Shakespeare and 
William Blake. 


Not every child who writes 


well is going to grow up to be a 
poet, novelist or playwright. But 
there are dozens of other careers 
open to the person who has a way 
with words. Good speechwriters 


are always in demand by business- 
men and politicians as well as 
other people in public life. Think, 
too, of the many other things be- 
sides speeches that need writing- 
newspapers, magazines, television 
and movie scripts, advertising 
copy, news broadcasts, text and 
reference books, brochures and 
pamphlets. Writing skills can also 
be a valuable adjunct to other dis- 
ciplines. Teachers, doctors, law- 
yers, even corporation executives 
are likely to have the same experi- 
ence. 


GUIDELINES TO WRITING 


Parents who would like to be 


able to identify and nurture writ- 
ing talent in their children are 
sometimes baffled about where to 
begin. For those of you who are 
wondering what to look for and 
encourage. Dr. Frank B. May has 
drawn up the following set of 
criteria: 


1. /mager)—describing a situa- 


tion or subject in vivid, colorful, 
concrete language. 


2. Naturalness— using informal 


language (except on those rare 
occasions when formality is ex- 
pected); maintaining personal 
contact with listeners or readers; • 
expressing one's individuality. 


3. Inventiveness — inventing 


fresh analogies, characters, set- 
tings, plots, or words; playing 
with homonyms, alliteration, and 
other humorous devices. 


4. Insight—portraying human 


strengths and weaknesses 
by 


means of satire, humorous in- 
congruity, philosophical generali- 
zation, realistic description, and 
other devices. 


5. Sincerity — demonstrating 


keen interest or feeling regarding 
one's subject, story, or characters. 


6. Flexible style—avoiding mo- 


notony 
by 
altering sentence 


length, clause position, sentence 
type, and other elements of style. 


7. Conciseness—expressing the 


essence of an idea or situation; 
avoiding words and details which 
distract from the main ideas or 
impressions to be conveyed. 


8. Clarity—avoiding pronouns 


with hazy referrents. dangling 
participles, slang or jargon, mys- 
tic phrases, and other habits of 
speech which are likely to confuse 
listeners or readers. 


LEARNING BY WRITING 


These are not intended as strict 


rules but simply as guidelines 
which adults can use in assessing 
a school child's ability with 
words. Above all. the child who 
shows a flair for writing should be 
encouraged to write—jottings in a 
diary, letters to friends, articles 
for the school paper, poetry or 
short stone;, for his own amuse- 
ment. . 


One important thing that chil- 


dren who like to write or who as- 
pire to making writing a career 
should know is that writing is 
hard work. They may be encour- 
aged to know that professional 
writers usually feel the same way. 
Not many writers dash off their 
stories or articles at the first 
crack. There are many correc- 
tions and long hours of rewriting 
before a satisfactory version fi- 
nally emerges. 


But. of course, few worthwhile 


things ever do come easily.

Reading about Charles Atlas, famous 90-pound weakling who 
swelled his muscles so that he might walk on beaches without fear, 
dredged up many memories of sordid garages and weight-strewn 
cellars in the New York I used to know, 
There was little worse than to be a 90-pound weakling in an 
Irish-Italian neighborhood.

Reading about Charles Atlas, famous 90-pound weakling who 


swelled his muscles so that he might walk on beaches without fear, 
dredged up many memories of sordid garages and weight-strewn 
cellars in the New York I used to know 


There was little worse than to be a 90-pound weakling in an 


Irish-Italian neighborhood. Everyone looked down on you. It was 
easier to be an infamous mortal sinner who ate cheeseburgers on 
Friday than to walk around looking like yesterday's lima bean. 


To be greeted at the park each afternoon with a "how about a 


little flex,~ Atlas," was psychologically unnerving. To be run out of 
the park by the Avengers like Mervin used to be every time he 
showed his big head and skinny limbs was a shattering blow to the 
emerging ego. 


To stave off the horror of physical inadequacy, everyone went 


in for weight lifting. Garage gyms were all over and cellars 
overflowed with vast arrays of metal plates, Olympic size bars, 
coiled springs, muscle magazines and as many mirrors as could be 
rounded up. For what was weight lifting without narcissism? The 
unforgettable vision of straining veins popping in the mirror, 
pectorals pulsing through one final bench press. 


McCormack's cellar was a gathering place for Irish weight 


lifters plus the one Italian who was allowed to intergrate the group. 
They were very serious lifters who grunted and groaned four nights 
a week, going through the whole repertoire of bench presses, curls, 
toe raises, back builders, and behind-the-neck presses to develop 
muscles unknown to all but anatomists and body cultists. 


The group was divided between those who lifted for strength 


and those who sought to perfect their physiques. Bob Moriority was 
the epitome of the strength builders, hulking his 300 pounds through 
the cellar with his thorough beer belly hanging low. He could dead 
lift about 500 pounds. But he suffered from acne and was terribly 
shy with girls. 


On the other hand, John McCormack lived for his lateral 


muscles and 17-inch biceps. He worked out in front of the mirrors 
for hours on end, preening and twisting his distended muscles, 
hoping to win Mr. World someday. During the summers, John went 
to the beach every other day and strutted past the lifeguard's 
stand. Before going to Uic beach, he would rash through a double 
work-out and oil his skin so that when he hit the beach his muscles 
would glisten at their bloated best. When he got older, he bought a 
Cadillac and cruised down the main drag all night. 


Gene Kelly was an athlete and fanatic in the group who

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — 
After 16 months as a college 
treacher, former Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey says he’s 
ready to give a passing grade to 
the vast majority of American 
students. 
By and large, he says, they 
are an active bunch, full of 
creative dissent and not willing 
to let a few “rebels of disorder" 
speak for all students. 
Humphrey, who will be 59 next 
Wednesday, talked in an in­ 
terview 
of 
his 
fling 
as 
a 
“politician 
in 
residence” 
at 
M acalester College and the 
University of Minnesota, where 
he has been a part-time teacher 
of international relations since 
January 1969. 
He is expected to relinquish 
that role soon and announce as a 
Democratic candidate for the U. 
S. Senate from M innesota, 
probably on June 13. 
Humphrey takes a hard line 
against any violence on college 
cam puses 
— 
w hether 
by 
students 
or 
governm ent 
authorities. 
He does not condone either the 
killings of students in Ohio and 
Miasisaippi, or the student 
disorders that brought in loaded 
weapons 
“ I think one thing we have to 
learn is that the use of firearms 
in civil disturbances can only be 
justified in the moat extreme 
circumstances," he «aid 
” 1 also think there’s a ten­ 
dency to overuse our National 
Guard tn circumstances for 
which they’re not fully trained 
Now. this it not to justify at all 


the violence of the handful who 
were throwing 
things and 
engaging in obscenities.” 
Campus 
anarchists, 
says 
Humphrey, amount to a small 
group who gain followers only 
when authorities overreact to 
them. 
As a teacher, Humphrey 
appears satisfied that he has 
accomplished what he was hired 
to do. Reaction to his role as a 
professor has been mixed, 
among both students and other 
faculty members. 
Humphrey describes himself 
as a “ lightning rod” who tends 
to attract reactions of various 
kinds, but he is proud of the fact 
that none of his classes has been 
disrupted by protesters of any 
sort. 
A few weeks ago, some 
dissidents strung barbed wire 
across his office entrance. He 
was out of the country at the 
time, and other students cleared 
it away, Humphrey admits to 
being an unabashed name- 
dropper in his lectures. They are 
loaded with anecdotes Names 
like Kosygin, Khrushchev and 
De Gaulle flow endlessly 
“Now, I try to give them in my 
courses only that which I have 
experienced m yself,” Hum­ 
phrey says. “I do not try to take 
over the responsibilities of the 
established, tenured professors

“ I’m a name-dropper because 
I know the people,” he says. 
Humphrey reads and grades 
student papers himself * *T get 
sm art doing i t ” 
His counts, he says, are 
loosely structured so students 


can write about any facet ot ms 
over-all subject. 
He has cautioned student 
militants against anarchy with 
this illustration: 
“Apolli 13 was in trouble up 
there in outer space, there were 
several things the astronauts 
didn’t do and some things they 
did do 
“The first thing they didn’t do 
was have a riot — they didn’t 
say the system is all bad so let’s 
junk it, because that’s the only 
system they had. They tried to 
make it work.” 
Reaction to Humphrey among 
students appears mixed. 
Some have enjoyed his in­ 
sights into personal dealings 
with world leaders. Others say 
they find his style boring. 
He is constantly telephoning 
and writing old contract* in the 
S tate 
D epartm ent 
and 
in 
congressional offices to gather 
material for student research. 
“Legitimate dissent is the fuel 
of change,” he says. “We’ve 
been a dissenting people. The 
only 
thing that 
one cannot 
condone is outright violence and 
the destruction of life or 
property.” 
He adds: “A college campus 
ought to be a place that is a safe 
haven for any idea tt ought to be 
a place where we can examine 
even the most unorthodox idea 
or ideas without fear of reprisal 
or without fear of intimidation 
“But a college campus must 
have rules of conduct that lend 
themselves to reason, and to 
dialogue, and to communication 
. , . not to diatribe, dogma and 
demagoguery . . ”
